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REPORT. 





_ Herewith is submitted the Report containing the usual details 
regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered during the 
year 1890, in the 1051 Registration Districts into which Scotland is 
divided. Appended to the General Report is the Twenty-sixth Annual 
Report on Vaccination, in which will be found all the available 
information regarding the administration of the Scottish Vaccination Act, 
and especially in relation to the vaccination of children born in Scotland 
during 1889.

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deaths amount to 78,978, and the marriages to 27,441. Hence, for every 
hundred of the estimated population, there were 2:95 births, 1°92 deaths, and 
0°67 marriages. When these numbers are compared with those for 
previous years, as shown on Tables I. and IL., it is seen that the birth-rate 
is the lowest yet recorded, that the death-rate is greater than since 1884, 
and the marriage-rate is also the highest of any year since 1884, 

The excess. of births over deaths is 49-552: 


BIRTHS. 


121,530 births were registered throughout Scotland during 1890, being at 
the rate of 2°95 per cent., or 295 in every ten thousand of the population 
as estimated; of these, 62,174 are males, and 59,256 females. The mean 
average for the preceding ten years is 323 

Tables IV. and V. afford information as to the nuinber and proportion of 
births in the five groups of Registration districts into which the Country 
is divided. In the Principal Town districts the registered births amount 
to 50,855, equivalent to 3:10 in every hundred of the inhabitants residing 
in the same, the males numbering 26,016, and the females 24,839; in the 
Large Town districts the total births are 15,239, or 3:27 in every hundred 
of the population, the males being 7,794, and the females 7,445; in the 
Small Town districts the births are 25,661, at the rate of 2°94 per hundred 
of’ the, inhabitants, males 13,185, females 12,476; in the Mainland-Rural 
districts the total amount to 26,963, or 2:66 per hundred of the population 
of the same, males 13,818, females 13,145; and in the Insular-Rural 
districts they amount to 2,812, or 2:18 in every hundred of the inhabitants, 
1,461 being males, and 1,351 females. From those proportions it is seen 
how the highest birth-rate occurred in the Large Town districts, followed 
by that in the Principal Town districts, Small Town districts, Mainland- 
Rural districts, and is lowest in the Insular-Rural districts. 

The number of illegitimate births is 9,167, considerably under the 
number for many years, and equal to 7°54 per cent. of the total births, 
This rate varies in the different districts, ranging from 9°5 per cent. in the 
Mainland-Rural districts, 7-4 per cent. in the Principal Town districts, 7-1 
per cent. in the Small Town districts, 5-9 per cent. in the Large Town 
districts, to 5°1 per cent., the lowest, in the Insular-Rural districts.

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- From Table VI. we find the relative frequency of illegitimacy in the 
various geographical divisions into which the whole country is divided, and 
in the counties separately. Among the former, the highest rate is seen 
to be in the Southern division, where 13:2 per cent. of the total births 
during the year were illegitimate; followed by the North-Eastern division, 

with 12-9 per cent. of like nature; the next highest being the East-Midland

division, with 7°9 per cent.; followed by the Northern, and South-Eastern 
divisions, each with 7°4 per cent.; the South-Western, with 6:0 per cent.; and 
the North-Western, and West-Midland, each with 5:8 per cent. of the births 
of this nature. In the counties the rate varies from 2°7 per cent. in Shetland 
to 15°7 per cent. in Wigtown. In nine counties the rate is over 10 per cent., 
the highest being Dumfries, with 13-6 per cent.; Kirkcudbright, with 13°8 
per cent.; Banff, with 148 per cent.; and Wigtown, with 15°7 per cent, 

Of the total 121,530 births registered during the year, 62,174 were males, 
and 59,256 females, so that for every 100 girls, 1049 boys were brought 
into the world. The highest proportion of boys born to girls, occurred in 
the Insular Raral districts, 108'1 to 100, the lowest in the Principal and 
Large Town districts, being in each 104°7 to 100. 

Births were most numerous during May, when they were registered at 
the rate of 853 per diem; followed by April, with 351; June, with 344; 
January, with 338; December, with 337; July, with 336; March, with 
333; Fepruary, with 332; September, with 331; October, with 326; 
August, with 321; and November, with 292. Theaverage number of births 
registered day by day was 333, males 171, females 162. That of the 
illegitimate being 25 per diem. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered throughout Scotland during 1890 number in all 

78,978, being in the proportion of 1°92 percent., or 192 in every ten thousand 
of the estimated population, higher than it has been since 1884. The mean 
average for the preceding ten years is 190. 
-. The highest mortality occurred in the Principal Town districts, where it 
was 215 per ten thousand of the population; in the Large Town districts, 
it was 203 per ten thousand; in the Small Town districts, it was 180; in 
the Mainland-Rural districts, it was 164; and in the Insular-Rural districts, 
154 per ten thousand of the estimated population of the same. When 
compared with the like for the previous year 1889, there is seen to be an 
increase for the present year in each case, most marked in the Large Town 
districts, Insular-Rural districts, and Small Town districts. 

The average number of daily deaths was highest during February, 271; 
followed by January, with 257; March, with 250; December, with 240; 
April, with 232; May, with 215; June and November, each with 200; 
October, with 192; July, with 189; September, with 186; and August, 
with 169. 

MARRIAGES. 

27,441 marriages were registered during the year, being at the rate of 67 
for every ten thousand of population, a higher proportion than has occurred 
since 1884. The mean average rate for the preceding ten years is 66 per 
ten thousand. 

The marriage rate is, for the present year, highest in the Principal Town 
districts, where it is 81 per ten thousand of the inhabitants ; followed by the 
Large Town districts, with 72; the Small Town districts, with 60, being 50 
in the Mainland-Rural districts, and but 32 among every ten thousand of 
the population of the Insular-Rural districts. (bRaB ig UUs 

Marriages were registered at the rate of 134 daily during June, 117 
during January, 105 daring December, 99 during July, 77 during November, 
69 during April, 61 during September, 55 during March, 53 during October, 
49 during February, 32 during May, and 31 during August, ; 
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EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The information upon which the following sections of the Report is 
founded is obtained from material furnished weekly by the Registrars of 
the following Principal Towns, viz Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Greenock, Leith, Paisley, and Perth, and it is believed these facts relating 
to them obtain algo in a considerable extent to the country at large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The births registered during the year in these Towns amount to 42,521, 
which is in the proportion of 316 in every ten thousand of their population, 
as estimated to the middle of the year. The highest rate is in Glasgow, the 
lowest in Perth. In the former city it is at the rate of 364 per ten thousand 
of its inhabitants ; in Paisley, it is 342; in Aberdeen, it is 801; in Leith, it 
is 296; in Greenock, it is 290; in Dundee, it is 288; in Edinburgh it is 
264; and in Perth, 234. 

Of the total 42,521 births, 3374 are illegitimate in character. In 
Aberdeen, 10°6 per cent. of the births were of this nature; in Dundee, 10:2 
per cent.; in Perth, 8-6 per cent.; in Edinburgh, 8:3 per cent.; in Glasgow, 
7°6 per cent.; in Leith, 5°8 per cent.; in Paisley, 5°5 per cent.; and in 
Greenock, 4°6 per cent. In Table VIII. is found the percentage of illegiti- 
mate children born during the year to the possible mothers, «2, the 
unmarried females and widows between 15 and 40 years of age as estimated 
to be living in those Towns. In Aberdeen there were 2°24 children born 
out of wedlock to every hundred possible mothers; in Glasgow, 2°10; in 
Dundee, 1°75; in Leith, 1°62; in Perth, 1:40; in Greenock, 1°35; in Edin- 
burgh, 1°32; and in Paisley, 1°24. 

Of the total childrea born during the year in these towns, 21,737 were 
of the male sex, and 20,784 of the female sex, the proportion, of boys to 
girls therefore being as 104°6 is to 100, 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


30,061 deaths were registered in these towns during the year, males 
14,952, females 15,109, and together representing a rate of 223 in every 
ten thousand of their inhabitants. 

The death-rate is highest in Glasgow, 252 in every ten honeene of 
the population; followed by Dundee, with a rate of 222; Paisley, with one 
of 213; Aberdeen, with one of 211; Perth, with one of 205; Edinburgh, 
with one of 200; Leith, with one of 193% and Greenock, with one of 179. 
Whea those ratios are compared with the like for last year (Table 1X.), it 
is seen how in the case of each town—Paisley excepted-—the rate for the 
present year is above that for the precediag (1889). And again, when a 
comparison is instituted between them and their mean death-rates for the

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last ten years, an increase is also found in the death-rate in each town for 
the present year, except in Glasgow, Greenock, and Paisley.

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From Table X. information may be gathered as to the mortality among 
children under five years of age in each of these towns. In one column is 
shown the percentage of deaths among such children to the total number 
presumed to be alive at like age in each town, and in the next is the ratio 
of deaths among the same when compared with the total mortality. Thus 
we find that in Glasgow 80 children in every thousand under five years of 
age estimated to be alive in the city died during the year; in Dundee, the 
number is 74; in Edinburgh, and in Leith, it is 57; in Aberdeen, it is 54; 
in Perth, it is 51; in Paisley, it is 50; and in Greenock, it is 49. It also 
appears from this table, that of the total deaths in Leith, 44°7 per cent. 
occurred among children under five years of age; in Dundee, 44°4 per cent. ; 
in Glasgow, 43°2 per cent.; in Greenock, 40°5 per cent. ; in Aberdeen, 35°93 
per cent.; in Edinburgh, 35:0 per cent.; in Paisley, 31°7 per cent.; and in 
Perth, 30°8 per cent. 

Tables XI. and XIT. present the rate of mortality due to various classes 
of disease, and to the more important special causes of death in each of the 
eight towns, such rate being calculated in the former table with reference to 
the population, as estimated from the Census Enumerations 1871 and 1881, 
and in the latter with reference to the total deaths from all causes, allow- 
ance being made in all cases for the causes of death not precisely specified. 

From these it appears that Zymotic diseases proved fatal to 0°362 per 
cent. of the total estimated population, and formed 16°19 per cent. of the 
specified deaths. Diseases of this nature were fatal to 0-420 per cent. of 
the inhabitants of Glasgow; to 0°380 per cent. of those of Leith; to 0°345 
per cent. of those of Dundee; to 0°337 per cent. of those of Aberdeen ; 
to 0°332 per cent. of those of Perth ; to 0°328 per cent. of those of Edinburgh ; 
to 0262 per cent. of those of Greenock ; and to 0:234 per cent. of those of 
Paisley. The percentage of deaths from those same to the total deaths was, 
19°71 in Leith; 16:59 in Glasgow; 16-42 in Edinburgh ; 16:24 in Perth; 
16:03 in Aberdeen; 15°53 in Dundee; 14°64 in Greenock ; and 10:95 in 
Paisley. 

i Glasgow, 5°22 per cent. of the deaths were ascribed to Hooping- 
Cough ; 4°76 per cent. to Measles ; 2°05 to Diarrhoeal affections ; 1:05 per cent. 
to Diphtheria; 1:01 per cent. to Fevers; and 0:96 per cent to Scarlet Fever. 

In Edinburgh, $54 per ceat. of the deaths was due to Hooping-Cough ; . 
4°38 per cent. to Measles; 1°94 per cent. to Diarrhoea; 1°59 per cent. to 
Diphtheria ; 0°94 per cent. to Fevers; and 0:90 per cent. to Scarlet Fever. 

In Dundee, 4°48 per cent. of the deaths was due to Measles; 3°69 per 
cent. to Hooping-Cough; 3°56 per cent. to Diarrhoea and Dysentery ; 1°38 
per cent. to Diphtheria; 0°68 per cent. to Fevers; and 0°27 per cent. to 
Scarlet Fever. 7 : 

In Aberdeen, 5°50 per cent. of the mortality is ascribed to Hooping- 
Cough, 2:01 per cent. to Measles ; 1:86 per cent. to Diarrhoea ; 1°12 per cent. © 
to Fevers; 0°74 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; and 0-43 per cent. to Diph- 
theria. 

In Greenock, 5:28 per cent of the total deaths is due to Measles; 3:00 
per cent. to Hooping-Cough ; 1:57 per cent. to Diarrhoea ; 1°50 per cent. to 
Iiphtheria ; 0°85 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; and 0°78 per cent. to Fevers. 

. In Leith, 4°03 per cent. of the total deaths is due to Scarlet Fever; 3°77 
per cent. to Hooping-Cough ; 3:24 per cent. to Measles; 2°64 per cent. to 
Diphtheria; 2°31 per cent. to Diarrhoea ; and 1°65 per cent. to Fevers. 

In Paisley, 2°44 per cent. of the total deaths is due to Scarlet Fever ; 
2:14 per cent. to Hooping-Cough ; 1°92 per cent. to Diphtheria; 1°70 per 
cent. to Diarrhoeal affections ; and 1°63 per cent. to Fevers. 
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_ In Perth, 6:26 per cent. of all the deaths is caused by Hooping-Cough ; 
3°28 per cent. by Measles; 1:79 per cent. by Diarrhoea; 1-64 per cent. by 
Diphtheria; and 0°74 per cent. by both Scarlet Fever and Fevers. 

In the aforesaid eight towns collectively, there were registered during 
the year 1386 deaths from Hooping-Congh, being at the rate of 4°64 per 
cent. of the total mortality, and in the proportion of 10-4 in each ten 
thousand of the population. Measles caused 1234 deaths, or 4:13 per cent. 
of the total mortality, and equal to 9:2 in every ten thousand of the 
population. Diarrhcea.and Dysentery caused 648 deaths, or 2:17 per cent. 
of the whele, and equal to 4'8 in every ten thousand of the population. 
Diphtheria caused 385 deaths, or 1:29 per cent. of all, and equal to 2°9 in 
every ten thousand inhabitants. Scarlet Fever caused 316 deaths, or 1:06 
per cent. of all, and equal to 2:4 in every ten thousand of population. 
Fevers caused 302 deaths, or 1:01 per cent. of all, and equal to 2:3 in every 
ten thousand of population. Of these, Enteric or Typhoid caused 254 deaths, 
and Typhus 41, the former being most marked in Paisley and Aberdeen, 
the latter in Leith and Paisley. : 

There was no death from Smallpox registered in these towns during 
the year, while Chickenpox is the ascribed cause of 7, of those, 4 being in 
Glasgow, 1 in Edinburgh, 1 in Dundee, and 1] in Perth. 

The total number of deaths from diseases of a Zymotic character is 
4835, an increase by 364 over thcse for 1889, and are the cause of 16°19 
per cent. of the total mortality. Syphilis caused 122 deaths ; Erysipelas, 129 ; 
and Puerperal Fever, 103.

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' Diseases of a constitutional character account for a total mortality of 
5355, or 17°93 per cent. of the whole, and equal to 40 in every ten thousand 
of the population. Rheumatism and Rheumatic Fever caused 162 deaths, 
Cancer 847, or 2°83 per cent. of all, and equivalent to over 6 in every ten 
thousand of the inhabitants, being most fatal in Perth, Edinburgh, and 
Leith. Eight deaths were ascribed to Gout. Phthisis caused a total of 
3036, equal to 10°17 per cent. of the total mortality, and 22°7 in every ten 
thousand of the population, being heaviest in Greenock, Dundee, Paisley, 
and Glasgow. Tubercular Meningitis caused 478 deaths; Tabes Mesen- 
terica, 363; and other Scrofulous conditions, 294. 

From diseases of the nervous system there are 3312 deaths, in the pro- 
portion of 11:09 per cent. of the total mortality, and equivalent to 248 in 
every ten thousand of population. The percentage of deaths from such to 
those from all causes is 14°36 in Paisley; 12°85 in Aberdeen; 12°36 in 
Greenock; 11°67 in Edinburgh ; 10°62 in Glasgow; 10°58 in Perth; 9:94 
in Dundee; and 8:99 in Leith; the rate per ten thousand of population 
being 30°6 in Paisley; 27:1 in Aberdeen; 268 in Glasgow ; 23°3 in 
Edinburgh ; 22°1 in Dundee, and in Greenock; 21°6 in Perth; and 17°4 
in Leith.

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Diseases of the Organs of Circulation account for 2138 deaths, 7:16 per 
cent. of the total, or 16 in every ten thousand of population. Perth shows 
a percentage of 10°28 on the gross mortality; Edinburgh, one of 8°70; 
Aberdeen, one of 8:01 ; Leith, one of 7:93; Paisley, one of 7:33 ; Dundee, 
one of 7-11; Greenock, one of 6°57 ; and Glasgow, one of 6:17. 

To Diseases of the Respiratory. Organs (Phthisis excluded), 6642 deaths 
are registered, being 22:24 per cent. of the total, and 49:7 per ten thousand 
of the population of the eight towns. Dundee has the highest proportion 
of such deaths to the total mortality, viz., 24:01; followed by Glasgow, with 
23°89 ; Greenock, with 21:64; Paisley, with 21:02; Leith, with 20°30; Aber- 
deen, with 20:09; Edinburgh, with 19°38 ; and Perth, with 19°22. Bronchitis 
caused 3337 deaths, or 11:17 per cent. of the total mortality, and 25 in 
every ten thousand of population, highest in Dundee and Glasgow, lowest 
in Perth and Leith. Pneumonia caused 2297 deaths; Pleurisy, 153; and 
Croup, 221. 

From Diseases of the Organs of Digestion, 1976 deaths are registered, 
which is 6°61 per cent. of the total, or 14°8 in every ten thousand of the 
population. Enteritis is the cause of 403 of the exits; Peritonitis, of 269 ; 
Dentition, of 223; and diseases of the Liver, 312. 

Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused 769 deaths, 2°57 per cent. of 
all, and 5°7 in every ten thousand of population. Bright’s Disease caused 
306, and Acute Nephritis 157 deaths,

MARRIAGES IN EIGHT TOWNS. 


During the year, 11,572 marriages were registered in the eight towns, 
being in the proportion of 86 per ten thousand of the estimated population. 
In Glasgow, 102 marriages took place for every ten thousand of its inhabi- 
tants; in Edinburgh, 79; in Dundee, 73; in Aberdeen, 77; in Greenock, 
62; in Leith, 68; in Paisley, 89 ; and in Perth, 73. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes of the Astronomer-Royal, which appear in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Reports:— 

January was remarkable for extraordinarily high mean temperature, 
associated with a low barometer, a large preponderance of westerly winds, 
and very heavy rainfall at the three western towns. 

February, in contrast to the preceding month, was remarkable for 
extremely high barometric. pressure, very light rainfall, restricted to a few 
days of falling, and a decided preponderance of light easterly winds.

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March was characterised by decidedly low barometric pressure, with 
usual range of the same exceptionally high and variable temperature ; winds 
normal as to distribution, but somewhat light on the whole, in spite of 
occasional gales. 

April was a dry, calm month, normal as to temperature and barometric 
pressure, although the temperature varied more than usually; while the 
pressure was subject to but moderate changes. East and North-east winds 
were strongly predominant, associated with an average number of showery 
days; but with only a very small rainfall. 

During May barometric pressure was somewhat low, but decidedly 
limited as to range. The mean temperature, although 1°9 above the 
average, was 0°°8 below that of the phenomenally warm weather of the same 
month last year. Rain was slightly in excess of the average for the season 
both as to the quantity and number of days of falling. One half of the 
total winds blew from the Eastern quarter of the compass. 

In June the barometric pressure, although but slightly below the mean, 
was somewhat more than usually disturbed. The mean temperature was 
appreciably below the average, but the range decidedly small. Rainfall. 
above an inch in excess of the average of past years, and spread over more 
than the usual number of days in the proportion of 3 to 2. Damp West 
winds prevailed for nearly half the times on which the direction of the 
wind was recorded.

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In July the mean barometric pressure was somewhat low for the 
month, and more than usually limited in range. 

August was characterised by low barometric pressure, accompanied by 
large barometric range, low mean temperature, rainfall somewhat less than 
usual, though spread over a greater number of days, and wind lighter as to 
force, but nearly normal in direction. 

September was remarkable for the very high and steady barometric 
pressure, accompanied generally by winds, lighter than usual, and a mean 
temperature far above the average for the season, while rain was normal in 
mean quantity, though very irregular in distribution. 

October was a relatively warm and rather dry month, with high 
barometric pressure, limited in range. Indeed the barometric range for this 
month has not been so small since 1880, when it was 1:183 inch. 

November was, above all, a wet month, with a rather large range of 
temperature, and a slight preponderance of light south-east winds. The 
barometric pressure, although but 0086 inch below the average, was marked 
by several sudden depressions, notably on the 4th, 7th to 11th, and again 
on the 23rd. | r 

December was a relatively dry, cold month, with a very marked 
prevalence of light winds from the east. The barometric pressure was 
unusually high, and the temperature exceptionally low; while the range in 
both factors was very restricted. 

From Table XIII. we have the means of comparing the average tempera- 
ture of each month of the present year 1890 with the mean of those for 
the decennial period, 1871-1880, as also the proportionate mortality 
experienced throughout Scotland in each month for both the above periods. 
It appears that for six months of the present year the mean temperature of

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each is above that for the corresponding during the ten years, viz., January, 
March, May, September, October, and November. The greatest proportion 
of monthly deaths occurred during January, March, February, and December, 
months in themselves with a low temperature, or following one similar in 
this respect. Further information.as tv the Meteorology of Scotland, 
deduced from observations made at 55 Stations of the Meteorological 
Society throughout the country, will be found on Table XIV. 

Table XV. is drawn up with the intention of showing what connection 
there may be between certain atmospheric phenomena and the deaths from 
some diseases and classes of disease. The daily deaths were most numerous 
in January and February, falling thereafter until August, which has the 
fewest, after this again being on the rise until the end of the year. 

Measles causes its greatest number of deaths during May, 188; April, 171; 
and January, 140; the fewest occurring during August 32, September 35, 
and October 47. Scarlet Fever causes its greatest mortality during the 
early and late months of the year, the fewest, 16, being registered during 
July. Hooping-Cough bulks most largely during the early months, 
February and March, being at its niinimum during the last three months. 
Diphtheria causes its largest mortality during January, October, and 
November. Weaths from Fevers are mostly during the last four months of 
the year, and Diarrhceal affections as usual are most fatal during the autum- 
nal months. 

Deaths from Phthisis were most numerous during the first five months 
of the year, least so during the later. The two first and the two last 
months, with June, were apparently those in which Croup proved most 
fatal. 

Climatic conditions make their power felt more emphatically, perhaps, 
upon diseases of the Respiratory Organs than on any other class. Thus,

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during the coldest and most inclement months, we are wont to expect the 
greatest number of deaths from such diseases, and this year is no exception 
to the usual rule, as during the three first months and December the 
heaviest mortality occurs, the minimum being attained during August and 
September, 11:6 per cent. of such deaths being ‘registered during January, 
and but 4°6 per cent. during August. Much the same holds good in the 
case of Diseases of the Heart and Circulatory Organs, thus, January, with a 
low mean temperature itself, and following a cold December (1889), as also 
the December of the present year, showing a larger number of such deaths 
than any other months. 

The aged also succumbs in larger number during the colder than during 
the warmer months. z | 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. show the relative monthly mortality at different 
ages among the inhabitants of the aforesaid towns. Thus, with children (0 
to 5 years), the heaviest mortality is during the five early months of the 
year, lowest during August. .

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Among Adolescents (5 to 20 years), the greatest number of deaths took 
place during January and April, the fewest during August and September. 

In the case of Adults (20 to 60 years), the two first months of the year 
bear the heaviest mortality, the lightest being during August.

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rate of 2°191 per cent.; in 235 cases, or 0:191 per cent., the children were 
certified, on account of some constitutional peculiarity, to be insusceptible of 
vaccination ; and 286 children weresinsusceptible on account of having been 
previously successfully vaccinated, Augie not by persons qualified to give 
a certificate to that effect, being at the rate of 0:233 per cent. of the whole 
births. No cases occurred in which children were insusceptible in conse- 
quence of having had Smallpox. 11,479, or 9°344 per cent. of the children 
born, died before vaccination; and 3226, or 2°626 per cent., were removed 
from the districts in which they had been born, and consequently lost sight 
of, or were otherwise unaccounted for. The proportion of cases successfully 
vaccinated is 1813 per cent. below the average for the last ten years, and 
the proportion of postponed cases 0°671 per cent. above the average for the 
same period. 

In Table XX. the number of children who died before vaccination is 
deducted, and the proportions given to the total number living. From this 
Table it is seen that of 111,370 children who lived to the age of six months, 
104,931 were successfully vaccinated, being at the rate of 94:218 per cent.; 
vaccination was postponed in 2692 cases, or 2°417 per cent.; 235 children, 
or 0:211 per cent., were stated to be insusceptible constitutionally of vaccina-- 
tion; and 286, or 0:257 per cent. were insusceptible in consequence of 
previous successful vaccination; but none were insusceptible from having 
previously had Smallpox. In 3226 cases, or in 2°897 per cent., the children 
were unaccounted for in consequence of having left the districts in which 
they were born, or from some other cause.
